Chamberlain Disappointed — Rosebery’s De- 
mands—Dilke ‘Left Out Completely — The 
Great Scandal Causing Excitement in Social 
and Political Circles—Spanish Monarehists 
Alarmed—Foreign News. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpor, February 8.—Giadstone is experi- 

encing grave difficulties in forming a cabinet. 

Granville refuses to be shelved and insists 

upon a post not merely honorary. Roseberry 

has threatened to refuse any post except the 
foreign secretaryship. If he does not 
get it he will take an attitude of 
friendly neutrality outside the government. 

Chamberlain's position is exciting the greatest 

anxiety. The truth is as follows: Chamber- 

lain greatly desired to be chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, thinking himself warranted in asking 
such an important position because the late 
government was defeated on a matter almost 
personal to himself. Gladstone absolutely 
refused; first, because he wanted the post 
himself; second, because the appointment 
ot Chamberlain would create consternation in 
financial circles. 80 Chamberlain accepted 
the first lordsnip of the admiralty ; then he re- 
flected thatan intimate connection with the 
fighting forces would be highly distasteful and 
every obstacle be put in his way 
as an advanced radical, so he declined. 
Then Gladstone offered him several 
minor posts. One of these he will 
ultimately accept, but he is very angry, feel- 
ing he has made a great personal sacrifice for 
the unity of the administration. Should he 
recede, Gladstone would be in the greatest 
straits, and it would be almost impossible to 
form a ministry. Treveleyan is out in the cold, 
and accordingly is highly indignant. Spencer 
will have an important post. Dilkeis left 
completely out. 

THE DILKE SCANDAL. 

Great excitement prevails in social and 
political circles regarding the Dilke case to 
come up to-morrow. The outlook is very 
dark for Dilke, but much sympathy is ex- 
pressed on all sides at the cruel fate which cuts 
him off at a moment which otherwise would 
have been the triumph of his life. I 
understand all the evidence to de 
produced to-morrow, for the divorce consists 
of two points: 1. A responsible witness will be 
produced who will swear he saw Dilke and 
Mrs. Crawford together under circumstances 
of great suspicion. 2. Mrs. Orawford’s con- 
fession to her husband, which she afterwards 
repudiated. So bitter is Orawford said to 
be that it is reported he offered to 
show Whitmore, Dilke’s Tory opponent at 
the Chelsea general election, all the papers in 
the case. Whitmore declined to see them, 
saying his fight with Dilke was public and po- 
litical, not private and personal. 


England. 
MUCH KICKING. 

LONDON, February 3.—Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, Radical, bas declined the office of 
first lord of the admiralty, offered 
him by Mr. Gladstone in the 
new cabinet. The reason given by Mr. 
Chamberlain is that he does not desire 
to be officially connected with the mil- 
itary department of the government. 
It is reported that Mr. Chamberlain aspires to 
be made chancellor of the exchequer, but 
Gladstone has absolutely reserved that 
post for himself and it is more 
than probable that the Radical leader will 
eventually go into the cabinet as a minor 
officer of the crown. The Rt.-Hon. 
Anthony J. Mundella, president of the 
Nottingham chamber of commerce, has ac- 
cepted the office of chairman of the board of 
trade, with a seat in the cabinet. 

It is rnmored in the city to-day, that unless 
the Liberal cabinet now being formed by Mr. 
Gladstone shall be satisfactory to 
the queen, it will be reconstituted 
to accord with her majesty’s wish. The queen 
has approved of the selection of the Hon.John 
Morley to be chief secretary for Ireland. 

The Earl of Rosebery, who was secretary of 
state for India in the last Liberal cabinet and 
who it now seems will have 
no place in the coming ministry, 
has declared his intention of assuming a 
friendly, though independent attitude of sup- 
port outside the cabinet to the Gladstone gov- 
ernment. 

Lord Granville, Mr. Gladstone’s former for- 
eign minister, it is said ‘‘strongly objects to 
being shunted.’’

The enterpris- 
ing news-gatherer cannot afford to neglect 
any part of the world’s affairs, and must 
devote a fair allowance of his impartial 
attention to the secret sessions of legisla- 
tive bodies, Senator Evarts is finding 
out that a man may stayin a law office a 
long time without learning much about 
journalism, 

: SECRET CHARGES. 

Mr. ROBERT O. CROWELL, surveyor of 
the port at Kansas City, is disturbed by 
the eppointment of a successor who is to 
bring him notice of his suspension six or 
seven months before the expiration of his 
term of office. Mr. CROWELL professes to 
be very anxious to know the charge on 
Which he is to be suspended, as he has 
never yet had notice of any dissatisfaction 
with his conduct as an officer, 

But instead of writing to the President, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, or some 
other official superior, for a copy of the 
charges, he writes to Senator LOGAN, who 
has nothing to do with the matter, and 
the burden of his complaint is, not that 
he is to be removed (for he says he is too 
good a Republican to desire to hold office 
under a Democratic administration), but 
that his brother-in-law, ex-Congressman 
WaDDILL, who was a Union soldier and a 
Democrat, was not appointed to succeed 
him. 

If Republican incumbents wish to use 
the tenure of officelaw only for the pur- 
pose of dictating what Democrats shall 
succeed them, refusing to resign till they 
can name their own successors, their de- 
featin the attempt to play that little 
game on the Democrats will entitle them 
to very little sympathy. But if Mr. 
CROWELL or any other suspended official 
desires a copy of the charges against him, 
and willapply for itat the proper office, 
he should be accommodated, not only be- 
cause it ig justly due him, but because 
absolute secresy in regard to such suspen- 
sions is not in accord with public policy 
and is conducive to bad methods. 

In ordering suspensions for cause, with- 
out notice to the acoused official, without 
permitting him to make any defense, the 
President must act upon an ez parte state- 
ment, and rely on the advice of Senators 
or Congressmen who are, too often, mere 
office-brokers, wielding the executive 
patronage for selfish, if not for corrupt 
ends. With all his care and caution and 
hesitation, the President knows that they 
have grievously imposed on him in the 
matter of appointments, and caused 
him to make many bad and scandalous 
ones, They are just as prone to impose on 
him and mislead him in the matter of sus- 
pensions, if they are permitted to produce 
vacancies at willin an irresponsible way 
by filing secret charges which are to be 
concealed forever, not only from the 
public eye, but from the ousted official. 

Publicity is a necessary check upon the 
filing of utterly untenable, false and 
1 charges in such cases. 


BELMONT’S CLERK, 

Among the changes of the transfer of 
power strange things have happened, and 
stranger are the things that have not hap- 
pened. Some of the appointmerts to of- 
fice that have been made are very cu- 
rious, and some of the appointments that 
have not been made are more curious. 
There was room in the diplomatio service 
for the KEILEYs and CuRRYS and EwInas, 
but no room anywhere for THURMAN. The 
whole Democracy of Massachusetts could 
not geta Collectorship for staunch old 
PETER BUTLER, but in St. Louis that of- 
fice went at once to a Dick LancasTER.

He got up the Governor's certifi- 
cate of electoral votes certifying that the elec- 
tors had been duly chosen and made them 
appear as if made and executed on December 
6, instead of December 29, although they had 
to have, in addition to the Governor's signa-

Said doctor isa policeman named 
JOSEPH Mook who declares he can oure 
Mrs. MaTrums and pow-wow the wind 
out of her.“ The ominous phraseology of 
Dr. Moore creates a certain amount 
of awe and solemn respect for his profes- 
sional capacity and mysterious powers. 
Four years ago Phoenixville had another 
witchcraft sensation. A Mrs. HERZELL, 
still living in the village, was bewitched 
and much frightened. In her disfress she 
called upon GEORGE HARR, a phrenologist, 
mind-reader and fortune-teller of Norris- 
town, who charged her $5 for expelling 
the witches and fixing her up in good 
shape.“ HaRE was afterwards arrested for 
practicing as a witch doctor without having 
obtained a diploma from a witchcraft in- 
stitution, but the prosecution was dropped 
on account of the nebulous and indeter- 
minate character of thecase, If Pennsyl- 
vania is really determined to ‘‘break the 
record’? in witchcraft exploits, Massa- 
chusetts may decide to come to the front 
with a new sensation that will eclipse her 
historic achievements in the witch busi- 
ness.

‘A DEEP MYSTERY. 


The Alleged Murder of Valentine Keyser 
and Burning of His House. 

Vincennes, Inp., February 8.—There is 
much excitement in Wabash county, III., 
twenty miles west of here, over the supposed 
murder of Valentine Keyser, a prominent 
farmer. It has already been mentioned in 
these dispatches that Keyser’s body was 
found, charred almost beyond recognition, in 
the ruins of his house, which burned Sunday 
night when he was alone. The fact has been 


developed that the house was not so much 
burned when first discovered but that Keyser 
could have escaped, and the theory that he 
‘was murdered and the house burned to con- 
ceal the crime, is generally credited.

Keyser’s history 
is an interesting one. He was once a wealthy 
man, but atthelastterm of court, a judg- 
ment for nearly twenty thousand dollars was 
rendered against him.

The 
whole affair is shrouded inthe deepest mys- 
tery. No one was in the hoase with Keyser at 
the time of the fire.

DEFRAUDING WHOLESALERS. 


Sensational Termination of a Suit Against 
Michael Fletcher of Indianapolis. 
INDIANAPOLIS, IND., February 3.—In the 
United States court yesterday the case of E. 
W. Redpath & Brother of Boston against 
Michael Fletcher of Lebanon, in this state, was 
brought to an abrupt terminationin a rather 
sensational manner. Forty-two wholesale 
firms of New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chi- 
- cago, Cincinnati, Indianapolis and other cities 
that had sold goods to Fletcher and had claims 
against him amounting to $30,000, were repre- 
sented in the prosecution. The first witness
